irkſome and painful: yet the dread of death, 
and the deſire of health, render men earneſt 
to put themſelves under the care of phyſicians, 


or to procure letters of admiſſion into hoſpi- 


tals; and willing to ſubmit to thoſe methods 
of cure which are deemed neceſſary. But af- 


ter all, how uncertain and tranſient is the ex- 
nected relief ! How vain and troubleſome the 


life thus prolonged! How ſoon muſt we all

The aim and intention of phyſicians, ſhape 
geons, and other medical aſſiſtants are readily 
underſtood: and they who refuſe to comply 


with their directions, however painful and 


ſelf-denying, are deemed obſtinate enemies to 
themſelves; but the deſign of thoſe who, by 


counſel or backs, would — their eternal 


good, is ſcarcely perceived: their labour of 


love is thought needleſs, if not impertinent! 


Too often men turn away with diſguſt or re- 


ſentment; and ſeldom will they give them- 


ſelves eh trouble, or beſtow a tolerable 
meaſure of pains, about thoſe infinitely im- 
portant concerns! But beloved, I hope bet- 


c ter things of you;” and muſt beg you to 


conſider, that I am as certainly uſing the pro- 
per means, which, by God's bleſſing, may be 


effectual for your eternal ſalvation; as your 
kind and humane phyſicians are uſing the pro-

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longing your lives. Let me then propoſe 1 to 
your molt ſerious attention the following ſhort 
Hints on a ſubject of infinite importance. 

I, You ſhould conſider that afflict ion is not 
1 thing which comes of courſe, or by chance; 
but ſprings from the holy and righteous ab- 


horrence, with which God beholds iniquity; 
and is under his immediate direction and P- 


pointment: 18 

When God had created man in "ia own 
image, and pronounced him very good, in 
addition to the law written in his heart, he 


laid on him one ſingle reſtraint, amidſt thoſe 


bleſſings with which he was ſurrounded; add- 
ing this threatening; “ In the day, chat thou 
( eateſt thereof, thou ſhalt ſurely die.“ When, 
through Satan s temptation he had eaten the 


forbidden fruit, the ſentence in part was pro- 


nounced in theſe words, . duſt thou art, and 
* to duſt ſhalt thou return.“ The conſequence 
evidently proves our concern in this tranſac- 


tion“). By one man fin entered into the 


world, and death by fin, and ſo death paſſed 
** upon all men, in that all have ſinned, a At 
that aweful ſeaſon man became a diſtempered, 

dying creature: his ſentence is executed in a 
gradual manner; and every pain and diſeaſe 
you or ] feel forms a part of that execution, is 
the beginning of death, and the forerunner of 
the laſt fatal ſtroke. We ſhould therefore un- 


der afflictions, conſider, ſubmit to, and adore 


the juſtice of God in them; reflect upon his 
holy hatred of fin therein diſplayed, and .en-

deavour to affect our hearts with a ſenſe of its 
malignity, that we may deeply repent, and ab- 
hor our own iniquities. And as in Chriſt the 
ſecond Adam, the Lord from heaven, we are 
dealt with as under a diſpenſation of mercy ; 
we ought alſo to confider the goodneſs of God 
in our ſufferings ; his patience in bearing ſo 
long with us; his kindneſs in warning us by 
| ſuch merciful chaſtiſements, inſtead of cutting 
us off in our ſins ; ; and his tendernefs in chaſ- 
tiſing ſo gently, in compariſon of our deſerv- 
ings, and the ſufferings many others endure. 
I. You ſhould from your preſent affliction 
take occafion to conſider, that if theſe firſt. 
fruits of fin are ſo bitter, what will be the mi- 
ſery in another world of thoſe who die in their 
fins? The pains you feel, the death you fear, 
and the ſcenes of miſery and mortality around 
you, loudly proclaim the diſpleaſure of God : 
but the body, the ſeat of ſickneſs and the prey 
of death, is merely the inſtrument of unrigh- 
teouſneſs; the ſoul is the contriver and the 
agent in ſin. The curſe upon the ſerpent, by 
which ſatan tempted our firſt parents, was only 
the outward token of God's vengeance upon 
fatan himſelf : nor is the pain and death of the 
body more than a viſible token of the inviſible 
effects of © God's wrath againſt every ſoul of 
man that doeth evil.” „It is appointed 
*« for all men once to die, and after death the 
« Judgment.” It is the wrath to come, which 


| | we are warned to lee from, and from Which 


Jeſus delivers us“: we are bid ©* not to fear 
them who kill the body, and after that 
„ e have .

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ce have no more that they can do; but to fear 
« him, who is able to deſtroy both body and 
6 ſoul in hell.“ Oh then, under the pains you 
feel, conſider, that if theſe light afflictions, and 
but for a moment, ſeem ſo burdenſome and 
tedious, how could you endure everlaſting pu- 
niſhment, where * the fire is not quenched, _ 
4e and the worm dieth not ?” 
III. This will induce you to confider, whe- 
ther you are prepared to meet your God in 
judgment, ſhould this ſickneſs end in your 
death. Life, at.the beſt, is ſhort and uncertain ; 
and notwithſtanding the favourable judgment 
of the moſt ſkilful phyſicians, and the uſe of 
the moſt excellent medicines, you may poſſi- 
| bly be taken away: nor will you be the leſs 


| likely to recover for making the ap rect. Am 


Lready for death and judgment? Am I en- 
titled to, and fit for the kingdom ot heaven? 
Oh, do not put the iſſue of that aweful deciſion, 
on which the happineſs or miſery of eternity 
depends, upon a comparative freedom from 
groſs wickedneſs. You may, or you may not, 
have been moral and decent in your outward 
deportment : but ſurely you have not feared, 
loved, ſerved, and worthipped God in all his 
ordinances and commandments, ſo much, and 
ſo well as you ought to have done, as his pre- 
cepts and your relations and obligations to him 
require: you have frequently no doubt in- 
dulged evil thoughts, harboured ſinful deſires 
and covetings, ſpoken 1dle and evil words, 
committed many ſecret fins, loved worldly 
objects inordinately, purſued them immode- 
ately ; 1

rately ; and either neglected religious duties, 
or performed them in a very careleſs and heart- 
leſs manner, You have either been much better 
than the beſt of mere men mentioned in {crip- 
ture ; or elle you have been very inattentive to 
: God's law and your own thoughts, words, and 
works, if you be not ſenſible that this is true 
reſpecting you; for they all confeſſed that they 
were thus guilty *, And all this being n, 
| muſt either be pardoned, or puniſhed ; it is 
tranſgreſſion of the law; and it is written, 
© Curſed is every one, who continueth not in 
** all things written in the book of the law to 
* do them.” 

And do not imagine that forms. tranſient. 
ſorrow, partial amendment, external perfor- 
manccs, or imperfect obedience in future, can 
ſo make amends for former crimes, or ſo me- 

Tit God's favour, as to deliver you from future 
puniſhment, and entitle you to eternal life. 
This notion, however common, 1s totally, un- 
reaſonable : no man expects to eſcape the pu- 
niſhment of robbery or murder, as the reward 
of not committing more robberies or murders; 
or pretends to pay old debts by going with 
ready money for what he zow buys, Nay in- 
deed, if righteouſneſs come by the law, and 
by any of our imperfect obedience to it for a 
Part of our lives, then verily Chriſt died in 
vain. And if your ſufferings in this world 
could atone for your fins, his ſufferings would 
have been needleſs, and che denunciation of

preſs the mind with a deep ſenſe of the evil of 


ſin, the deſert, miſery, and danger of finners, 


the excellency of his law, the holineſs of his 


nature, and the aweful juſtice of his govern- 


ment; as well as to ſhew the riches of his 


mercy, and to prove the inſufficiency of all 


other methods of ſalvation: at the ſame time, 


the greateſt encouragement is given to the 


humble penitent, and the moſt effectual mo- 
tives furniſhed to all holy chearful obedience 
for the future.— “ Other foundation can no 
* man lay but Chriſt Jeſus,” the eternal Son 
of God in our nature, our Surety, High- prieſt,

manifeſt in the fleſh, all ſalvation is treaſured 
up, purchaſed by his meritorious life, and ago-

IV. You ſhould next conſider what is the 
beſt method of bearing your affliction. It 
muſt be borne, and cannot be avoided : but 
the queſtion recurs, How may the burden be 
beſt ſupported, and rendered lighteſt ? Surely 
impatience, fretfulneſs and peeviſhneſs not 
only provoke the indignation of God, but in- 
creaſe the weight of your ſufferings, and ren- 


der all around you weary of afbſting you. On 
the other hand bumble ſubmiſſion, patience, 
and quietneſs of ſpirit break the force, and 


leſſen the weight of affliftions; and render 


every perſon chearful, and ready to afford you 


the help which you are capable of receiving.

V. This introduces another ſubject of con-

Sad to reſtore your health? Have ye ſut- 


6 fered fo many things in vain ?” He who 


derives no benefit by afflictions muſt be a 


great loſer; for he adds ingratitude for recent 
tavours to former provocations ;. and, if not 
given up to final impenitency, ſtill ſharper 
corrections will be requiſite to bring him to 
himſelf *, ſeeing milder meaſures have been 
ineffectual. The ſinner, who is not hum- 
bled, and brought to repentance and newneſs 
of life, by affliction, has evidently ſuffered in 


vain, and has cauſe to ſuſpect that his reco- , 
very will not prove a bleſſing to him. But 


he, who like Manafleh *, under his affliction, } 
ſeeks the Lord, and humbles himſelf greatly | 

before him, with penitent confeſſions and } 
fervent ſupplications ; who, with true repen-

prayers commit yourſelf to the keeping of

Not only return 
thanks to your kind benefactors, or formally 
in ſome place of worſhip; but let it be your 
firſt buſineſs in ſecreſy and ſeriouſneſs; and 
allo in your family if you have one, to render 
thanks to God for his mercies, to beg his grace 
to enable you to make ſuitable returns, and to 
ſupplicate his bleſſing upon the inſtruments 
of his goodneſs. Like Hezekiah after his 
ſickneſs, and the man whom Chriſt healed and 
afterwards found in the temple * let the houſe 
of God be the firſt place you go to.
